On  the  26tli  of  January  1857,  tlie  Master  of  the  Rolls 
submitted  to  tlie  Treasury  a  proposal  f  or  the  puhlication 
of  materials  for  the  History  of  tliis  Couutry  from  the 
Invasion  of  the  Honians  to  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  suggested  that  these  materials 
should  be  selected  for  publication  under  competent 
cditors  without  reference  to  periodical  or  chronological 
arrangement,  without  mutilation  or  abridgment,  prefer- 
ence  being  given,  in  the  first  instance,  to  such  materials 
as  were  most  scarce  and  valuable. 

He  proposed  that  each  chronicle  or  historical  docu- 
ment  to  be  edited  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as 
if  the  editor  were  engaged  on  an  Editio  Princeps ;  and 
for  this  purpose  the  most  correct  text  should  be  formed 
from  an  accurate  collation  of  the  best  MSS. 

To  render  the  work  more  generally  useful,  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  suggested  that  the  editor  should  give  an 
account  of  the  MSS.  employed  by  him,  of  their  age  and 
their  peculiarities ;  that  lie  should  add  to  the  work  a 
brief  account  of  the  life  and  times  of  the  author,  and 
any  remarks  necessary  to  explain  the  chronology  ;  but 
no  other  note  or  comment  was  to  be  allowed,  except 
what  misfht  be  necessarv  to  establish  the  correctness  of 
the  text. 
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Tlie  works  to  be  publislied  in  octavo,  separately,  as 
they  were  finislied  ;  thc  wholc  rcsponsibility  of  the  task 
resting  upon  thc  cditors,  who  werc  to  be  chosen  by  tlie 
Mastcr  of  the  llolls  with  the  sanction  of  the  Trcasury. 

Thc  Tiords  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  after  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  subject,  cxj)ressed  their  opiuion  in  a 
Treasury  Minutc,  datcd  February  9,  1857,  that  tlic  plan 
rccommended  by  the  Master  of  the  E.olls  "  wr*s  well 
calculated  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  important 
national  objcct,  in  an  cffcctual  and  satisfactory  manner, 
within  a  reasonablc  timc,  and  provided  proper  attention  be 
paid  to  ecouomy,  in  making  the  detailed  arrangements, 
without  unneccssary  expense." 

Thcy  exprcsscd  their  approbation  of  the  proposal  that 
eacli  Clironicle  and  historical  documcnt  should  bc  cdited 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  rcprcsent  with  all  possiblc  correct- 
ness  the  text  of  cach  Avritcr,  derived  from  a  collation  of 
the  best  MSS.,  and  that  no  notcs  shoukl  bc  addecl,  except 
sucli  as  werc  illustrative  of  thc  various  readings.  They 
suggestcd,  however,  that  thc  preface  to  each  work  should 
contain,  in  addition  to  tlie  particulars  proposed  by  the 
Mastcr  of  the  E-olls,  a  biographical  account  of  thc  author, 
so  far  as  authentic  materials  cxisted  for  that  purpose, 
and  an  estimate  of  his  historical  credibility  and  value.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  peiiod  covered  by  the  letters  in  the  present  Prior 
volume — roughly  corresponding  to  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward  III. — was  a  brilliant  one  in  the  political  history 
of  the  kingdom  ;  remarkable  for  the  heroic  military 
achievements  of  the  French  and  Scottish  wars,  and  for 
the  growth  of  the  power  of  the  Commons  gained  by  the 
control  acquired  by  Parliament  over  the  granting  of 
supplies  to  the  Crown.  But  m.omentous  as  was  the 
reigu  in  the  national  history,  the  course  of  events  within 
the  monastery  of  Christ  Church  was  but  very  slightly 
afFected  by  the  political  and  military  events  of  the  time. 

Thc  energetic  Prior  Eastry,  whose  contributious  filled 
so  large  a  space  in  the  first  volume  of  these  letters, 
where  he  appeared  as  a  statesman  and  an  adviser  of  the 
Archbishop  in  critical  circumstances,  after  fifty  years  of 
office,  died  in  1331,  and  to  him  succeeded  Kichard 
Oxenden. 

This  Prior  sprang  from  one  of  the  most  influential 
families  in  East  Kent,  and  he  probably  owed  his  pro- 
motion  to  his  high  sociaj  rank  and  family  infiuence. 
He  was  received  into  the  Benedictine  Order  in  the  year 
1320,  and  therefore  at  the  date  of  his  preferment  in 
1331  he  was  not  more  than  thirty  years  of  age — an  age 
at  which  a  monk  was  ranked  as  a  junior  of  the  lower 
cJioir — and  hence  it  raay  be  supposed  that  oiher  con- 
siderations  than  distinguished  services  or  ripe  experience 
favoured  his  advancement. 

His  incumbency  was  chiefly  marked  by  the  series  of 
attempts  which  he  was  constantly  making  to  filch  from 
the  Archbishop  his  privileges  of  inspecting  and  approving 
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candidates  for  profession  before  they  were  received  into 
the  Order ;  and  of  appointing  certain  of  the  superior 
officers  of  the  Convent.  In  the  latter  case  ancient 
custom  prescribed  that  when  tlie  office  of  Sub-Prior, 
Sacrist,  Cellarer,  Confessor,  and  some  others — the  holders 
of  which  were  designated  Ohedientiarii — became  vacant, 
the  Chapter  should  send  up  to  the  Archbishop  the 
names  of  three  of  its  members  qualified  for  the  office  by 
skill  and  experience,  and  from  these  three  the  Archbishop 
should  select  any  one  at  his  own  free  choice.     Within  a

423.  '  fs^  days  of  his  own  election  Prior  R.ichard  attempted  to 
break  through  the  ancient  rule  of  procedure,  by  asking 
Archbishop  Meopham  to  allow  him  to  supersede  the 
nominee  of  the  latter  and  to  substitute  one  of  his  own 
choosing,  and  from  time  to  time,  now  encroaching  on  one 
side  and  now  on  another,  he  renewed  liis  efforts  to 
obtain  these  small  pieces  of  patronage,  and  thus  to 
diminish  the  Archbishop's  pcwer  of  interference  in  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  monastery. 

He  appears,  from  the  prominent  place  which  money 
matters  occupy  in  the  letters,  to  have  had  a  keen  eye 
for  business,  and  he  was  apparently  proiid  of  his  literary 
style  and  ornate  composition.  The  rhetoric  of  which  he 
was  so  vain  on  one  occasion  drew  down  upon  hini  a  sharp 
reproof  from  Archbisliop  Stratford,  who  wrote  to  him : 
Displicent  nobis  multum  ca  qu?e  ....  non  cum 
"  debita  brevitate  sed  inutih  verbositate  nobis  vestris 
"  litteris  intimastis."  On  this  occasion  a  priest's  nose 
had  blcd  in  the  coursc  of  an  affray  in  the  churchyard, 
and  tlie   Prior    in    announcing   this   pollution    of    the 

p.  1.55.  consecrated  area  had  told  the  Archbishop  that : 
"  the  face  of  his  Spouse,  thc  Church,  having  been 
*'  besmirched,  the  Archbishop  must  consider  himself 
"  befouled." 

Prior  Prior  Oxenden  ruled  the  monastery  for  seven  years, 

brand.  J^nd  at  his  death  he  was  followed  by  Robert  Hathbrand, 
who  also  found  sufficient  safe  occupation  in  the  govern- 
ment   of  his  Housc,  without    seeking  a  wider  field  for 
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his  energiesj.  He  had  for  correspondeuts  the  Black 
Prinee  and  other  persons  of  note,  but  there  is  nothing 
in  his  or  their  letters  to  lead  us  to  believe  that  he  had 
any  influence  in  the  national  councils.  He  evidently 
paid  great  attention  to  the  manors  of  the  Convent,  and 
on  more  than  one  occasion  he  used  coercion  to  bondmen 
who,  holding  land  from  the  Convent  by  a  base  tenure, 
were  endeavouring  to  usurp  the  rank  of  free  tenants  ;  a 
foreshadowing  of  the  emancipation  which  it  required 
three  centuries  to  complete. 

Hathbrand's  incumbency  was  rendered  memorable  by  ^^^  j^^^^^ 
a  public  calamity,  which,  although,  as  will  hereafter  be 
shown,  it  affected  the  household  of  Christ  Church  but 
little,  is  now  recognised  to  have  been  in  the  end  a  turning 
point  in  the  social,  political,  and  economic  progress  of 
the  country. 

This  momentous  occurrence  was  the  invasion  of 
Western  Europe  by  that  most  fatal  of  diseases  the 
Oriental  Plague,  which,  under  the  uame  of  the  Black 
Death,  after  ravaging  the  Continent,  was  introduced  into 
England  in  the  autumn  of  18 4-8.  The  Historia  Angli- 
cana  of  Walsingham  gives  an  account  of  the  deadly 
effects  of  this  pestilence  upon  the  general  population  of 
this  country  in  the  following  woids :

In  quibusdam  vero  religio- 
sorum  domibus  do  viginti  vix  supererant  tantum  duo.  /^sti- 
mabatm'  autem  a  pluribus  quod  vix  decima  pars  hominum 
fuisset  relicta  ad  vitam  ....  Tantaque  miseria  ex  hiis  malis 
est  secuta,  quod  mundus  ad  pristinum  statum  redeundi  nun- 
quam  postea  habuit  facultatem. 

In  monasteries,  then,  the  mortality  was  even  greater 
than  that  experienced  by  the  country  at  large,  a  result 
probably  following  upon  the  crowding  together  of  thc 
inmates  within  their  four  walls,  and  a  negiect  of  those 
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sanitary  conditions  which  are  ahnost  an  invention  of 
the  present  day.  A  detailed  report  of  the  depopuhition  of 
one  such  community  has  come  down  to  us,  probably  com- 
posed  from  notes  made  by  an  eye-witness,  and  one  of  the 
few  survivors  of  the  House,  who  escaped  the  epidemic.

Such  having  been  the  rnortality  in  this  Cistercian 
monastery,  it  might  have  been  expected  that  the  sinii- 
larly  constituted  Benedictine  congregation  at  Canterbury 
would  have  suffered  in  something  like  an  equal  propor- 
tion  ;  but  this  was  by  no  means  the  case. 

Among  the  records  of  the  Priory  in  the  Cathedral 
Library  there  is  a  thin  MS.  parchment  book,  containing 
(1)  a  list  of  all  the  monks  who  made  their  professions 
from  the  time  of  the  return  of  the  Convent  from  the 
exile  into  which  the  tyranny  of  King  John  had  driven 
them,  in  1214,  up  to  the  dissohition  in  1540  ;  and  (2) 
a  record  of  the  deaths  of  all  these  brethren,  often  with 
physiological  details,  from  128G  to  1540. 
Ininuinity  From  this  volume  it  is  gathered  that  there  were 
ChuS^  usually  froni  70  to  80  brethren  on  the  books  at  one 
time ;  and  herce,  if  the  Melsa  ratio  wcre  adhered  to, 
four  fifths  of  these  woukl  have  died,  and  thc  obitiiary 
would  have  set  down  the  mortahty  at  alDOut  GO  persons. 
Instead  o£  any  such  dreadful  record  the  MS.  has  this 
astonishing  notc  :

Even  this  note  does  not  disclose  the  whole  truth  con- 
cerning  the  apparently  miraculous  exemption  of  the 
Convent  from  the  effects  of  the  pestilence  ;  for  there  is 
reasonto  believe  that  not  a  single  monk  was  attacked 
who  had  confined  himself  to  the  healthy  precincts  of  his 
home.  The  Chapter,  as  owners  of  estates  and  lords  of 
manors,  had  constant  bnsiness  in  the  King's  Courts,  and 
were  in  frequent  communication  with  the  Archbishop, 
in  addition  to  which  the  Custos  Maneriorum — a  senior 
monk  who  personally  superintended  the  monastic  estates 
— accompanied  by  a  staff  of  clerks  made  an  annual  pro- 
gress — naturally  in  the  sunmier — through  all  the  manors 
in  his  charge ;  these  lying  scattered  cver  the  kingdom 
from  Hadleigh  in  Suffolk  to  Doccombe  in  Moreton 
Hampstead,  on  the  edge  of  Dartmoor.  Again,  as  every 
letter  sent  out  from  the  Convent  was  carried  by  a  special 
messenger,  in  all  important  cases  being  confided  to  a 
professed  monk,  who  carried  vivd  voce  explanations  in 
amplification  of  the  cautious  brevity  of  the  written  letter, 
and  as  the  party  of  the  Custos  Maneriorum  could  not 
well  have  been  less  than  three,  it  may  safely  he  assumed 
that  at  least  eight  or  ten  monks  were  always  absent  from 
their  monastery,  and  therefore  exposed  to  the  infection 
to  the  same  degree  as  the  average  of  the  population.  If 
then  at  least  a  half  of  these  absentees  were  carried  off,  as 
according  to  \Valsingham's  calculation  they  would  havc 
been,  all  the  four  deaths  that  actually  befel  the  monks 
of  Christ  Church  are  accounted  for,  and  it  may  be 
inferred  that  the  home-staying  familia  of  Christ  Church 
escaped  as  safely  from  the  plague  as  if  the  lintels  of  the 
house  had  been  protected  by  a  Passover  sprinkling.  It 
willbe  seen  that  these  four  above-mentioned  deaths  all 
occurred  between  May  28th  and  June  20th,  during  the 
early  summer  season,  at  the  time  of  year  when  travelling 
was  most  pleasant  and  most  practicable,  and  therefore  at 
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the  time  when  tbe  Citstos  Maneriorum  might  be  expected 
to  be  making  his  progress ;  it  is  not  unlikely  that  his 
small  party,  in  wandering  from  one  farm-house  to  auother 
in  the  course  of  their  business,  contracted  the  infection, 
and  furnished  a  large  share  of  the  four  deaths  which 
occurred. 
Causes  of  How  did  it  happen  that  a  large  body  of  men  living 
nit)%  together,  under  the  conditions  which  the  above-quoted 

chroniclers  declare  to  be  the  very  conditions  which  made 
this  pestilence  more  than  ordinarily  deadly,  should 
entirely,  or  ahnost  entirely,  escape  infection  ?  To  this 
a  satisfactory  answer  can  be  given  ;  an  answer  too  which 
happily  justifies  the  precautions  against  epidemic  disease 
which  in  our  own  day  are  believed  to  be  matters  of  only 
ordinary  prudence. 

In  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  century,  some  two 
centuries  before  the  invasion  of  the  plague,  Prior  Wibert 
had  supplied  the  monastery  with  the  two  most  efficieut 
weapons  with  which  a  community  can  be  armed  in  a 
combat  with  infectious  disease — a  copious  supply  of 
wholesome  water  and  a  perfect  system  of  drainage.  He 
brought,  by  means  of  wooden  pipes,  an  uninterrupted 
tlow  of  spring  water  into  the  house  from  the  hills  at  a 
distance  from  the  city,  and,  after  having  distributed  it 
to  the  cloisters,  kitchens,  and  lavatories,  he  collected  the 
superfluity,  as  it  ran  off  loaded  with  the  household 
refuse,  by  means  of  branch  drains  which  led  into  a  main 
(above  ground)  sewer,  tlirougli  which  all  objectionable 
matters  were  carried  clear  of  the  premises,  TJie  recoo-- 
nition  of  the  success  of  Wiberfs  limited  application  of 
engincering  skill  may  help  to  reconcile  the  ratepayers 
of  our  own  day  to  the  heavy  cost  which  they  have  to 
paj'-  for  the  same  precautions  applied,  on  a  larger  scale, 
to  our  overgrown  cities  and  towns. 
The  Arch-  Wliilst  the  monks  of  Canterbury  were  thus  lio-htly 
the  phijrue.  visited,  their  chiefs,  the  Archbishops,  suffered  even 
bcyond  the  average  of  the  people — four  different  arch- 
bishops  followed  each  other  within  the  space  of  13 
months.      John  Stratford  died  (possibly  not  from  the 
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plague)  at  Mayfield  on  August  23rd,  1348  ;  John  de 
Offord  was  provided  by  the  Pope  in  November  of  the 
same  year,  and  was  carried  ofF  by  the  pestilence  in  the 
following  June ;  to  him  succeeded  Thomas  Bredwardyn, 
who  died  of  the  plague  in  August ;  and  lastly,  Simon 
Islip  was  elected  by  the  chapter  on20th  September  1349. 
In  the  present  volume  the  letters  do  not  aliude  directly 
to  the  pestilence,  or  to  the  rapid  succession  of  arch- 
bishops ;  but  there  are  signs  of  anxiety  to  be  traced 
in  the  ietters  which  summon  a  general  meeting  at  Can- 
terbury  of  the  Counsil  of  the  Convent, and  in  the  Priors  P-  ^^^- 
answer  to  a  correspondent  who  had  evidently  made 
minute  inquiries  as  to  his  health. 

Tiie  numbers  of  the  secular  clergy,  who  suffered  from  Mortality 
the  visitation  at  least  equally  with  the  general  popula-  ciergy. 
tion,  were  so  thinned  by  death  that  the  services  of  the 
parish  churches  were  with  difficulty  maintained  in  all 
places,  and  in  many  they  ceased  altogether  ;  at  the  same 
time  those  who  came  forward  to  fill  the  vacancies  were 
commonly  illiterate  men  entirely  unfit  for  the  high  office 
to  which    they  presumed  to   aspire.      To   remedy  this  ^^anter- 
unseemly  state    of  things,  Archbishop  Islip,   10    years  Coilege 
after  his  election,  was  moved  to  undertake  measures  for  ^*^"°'^®<^- 
providing  educated  men,  who,  being  specially  trained  for 
the  priesthood,  might  raise  the  standard  of  the  whole 
body  of  the  clergy  to  at  least  the  level  which  it  had 
occupied  before  the  plague.     With  this  view  he  founded 
a  college  in  Oxford,  under  the  name  of  Canterbury  Hall, 
and  endowed  it  with  the  profits  of  the  rectory  of  Pagham 
in  Sussex,  to  which    his  nephew  added    the  manor  of 
Woodford  in  Northamptonshire. 

This  CoUege,  as  at  first  founded  by  Abp.   IsKp,  did  Was  a 
not  differ  much,  as  his  statutes  show,  from  other  small  ggcuLrs. 
foundations  in  the  University ;  but  at  the  very  begin- 
ning  of  its  existence  the  Prior  and  Chapter  of  Christ 
Church,   probably  by  the  founder's  special  permission^ 
given   ^^''^(^  ^^'^^(^  vice,  were   allowed  to  nominate    threep-4i6. 
persons,  from  wliom  the  Archbishp  selected  one  to  be  the 
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first  Warden  ;  and  then  they  seem  to  have  assumed  that, 
in  spite  of  the  ibunder's  statutes,  which  vested  the 
election  of  the  Warden  in  the  Fellows  of  the  College, 
they  were  entitled  to  select  the  future  Wardens  and 
Fellows  exclusively  from  the  brethren  of  their  own  Coii- 
vent.  That  tliey  were  in  error  as  to  the  Archbishop's 
intentions  will  appear  hy  an  examination  of  the  statutcs, 
the  proof  being  confirmed  by  a  change  in  their  favour 
made  twenty  years  after  by  Archbishop  Courtenay. 

The  germ  of  Canterbury  Hall  as  an  exclusively  Benc- 
dictine  CoUege,  such  as  it  came  to  be  in  1370,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  first  volume  of  these  letters,  under  the  date 
1331  ;  where  it  makes  its  first  appearance  as  a  family  of 
three  Canterbury  monks  living  in  a,nAida,m  the  parish 
of  St.  Peter  in  the  East,  in  Oxford,  under  the  charge  of  thc 
senior  of  the  three  as  Superior.  This  hall  was,  however, 
only  a  hired  building,  rented  for  six  marks  a  year ;  but 
still  it  was  in  some  measure  connected  with  the  name  of 
Canterbury,  since  it  is  described  as  "  ubi  solebat  Do- 
"  minus  Archiepiscopus  manere."  There  was  no  en- 
dowment  provided  for  the  schoLars,  who  depended  for 
supplies  both  of  food  and  money  upon  the  manor  of 
Newington,  near  Henley,  the  estate  belonging  to  Christ 
Church  which  lay  nearest  to  Oxford  ;  from  whence  the 
Bailiff"  was  directed  from  time  to  time  to  furnish  theni 
with  necessaries,  and  apparently  not  much  besides.  As 
this  Aula  disappears  from  the  records  soon  after  the 
above-named  date,  and  as  a  new  abode  for  the  Canter- 
bury  students  comes  into  notice,  it  is  probable  that  tho 
houschold  in  St.  Peter's  was  soon  broken  up,  and,  as  a 
substitute,  sets  of  rooms  were  purchased  in  the  ]\[ansiLm 
Commune  Nigrorum  Monachorum,  a  joint-stock  estab- 
lishment  shared  by  various  monasteries  of  English  Bene- 
dictines ;  afterwards  known  as  Gloucester  College,  and  in 
the  present  day  as  Worcester  College.  The  share  of 
Christ  Church  in  this  Mansum  was  retained  until  the 
year  1371 — a  year  after  the  Fellowships  of  Islip's  new 
coUegc  had  been  assured  to  the  monks — and  then  it  was 
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sold  to  the  Abbey  of  Westminster ;  a  powev  of  re-entry 
being  reserved  by  tlie  vendors  in  case  any  mischance 
should  arrive  to  their  own  new  collcge. 

It  does  not  appear  that,  at  first,  Archbishop  Simon  Thc  site  of 
made  any  attempt  to  provide  a  specially  constructed  Colfeffe 
building  for  the  accommodatioQ  of  the  new  corporation  ; 
but  he  selecced  a  site  ah^eady  covered  with,  probably 
very  humble,  tenements,  and  in  these  the  students  were 
modestly  housed  for  about  thirty  years,  such  houses  as 
they  did  not  themselves  occupy  being  let  to  tenants, 
whose  rents  went  towarcls  the  endowment  of  the  college. 
The  process  by  which  these  tenements  were  acquired  is 
sho^vTi  by  the  tenour  of  the  royai  Jicence  for  their  amoi- 
tization  obtained  in  1363.  This  provides  that  (statiUo 
de  religiosis  non  ohstante) :

certa  ienementa  i^sis  Custodi,  etc.)  dare  possint  ct  assignare. 

Thc  tenements  mentioned  in   the  schedule  formed  a 
group  on  a  site  adjoining  to  the  Priory  of  St.  Frides- 
wyde's,  and  consisted  of  eleven  teneinents  and  six  tofts, 
purchased  from  the  Abbot  of  Abingdon,  tbe  Priory  of 
St.  Frideswyde's,  the  Abbess  of  Godstow,  Balliol  Hall, 
and  three  citizens.     The  messuages,  more  or  less  modified 
to  suit  their  new  destination,  doubtless  formed  the  first 
home  of  the  College,  and  when  they  were  destroyed,  at 
the  end   of  the  fouvteenth  century,  the  ground  which 
they  occupied  togetber  with  the  six  tofcs  furnished  a 
site  for  a  handsome  new  coUege,  which  was  built  fiom 
its  foundations,  under  the  superintendonco  oi'   ^^'"illiani 
Chert,  the  Warden.     The  bills  for  the  building  of  this 
college  are  still  in  existence. 
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In  the  royal  licence  for  the  foundation  of  the  college 
the  King  again  alludes  to  the  pestilence :

The  Archbishop  also,  in  his  f  oundation  deed,  writes :

As  was  mentioned  above,  Archbishop  Islip  did  not 
intend  his  foundation  as  a  place  of  education  for  Bene- 
dictine  monks  ;  in  fact  the  only  explanation  of  the  claim 
of  Christ  Churst,  Canterbury,  to  have  the  control  of  the 
college  must  have  arisen  f  rom  the  leave  which  the  Arch- 
bishop  gave  them  of  nominating  monks  as  the  first 
Wyclif       candidates  for  tlie  office  of  Warden.     But  when  Islip 

Wflrdcu. 

was  near  his  end,  the  influence  of  the  seculars  about  him 
overcame  that  of  the  religious,  and  one  John  Wyclif 
(whether  the  reforming  rector  of  Lutterworth,  or  not) 
was  thrust  into  the  office  of  Custos,  from  which  Wod- 
Imlle,  the  monk  first  appointed  by  the  foundor,  was 
expelled. 

In  13G6  Simon  Langham  became  Archbishop  in  the 
place  o£  Simon  Islip,  and,  favouring  the  monks,  he 
endeavoured  to  cject  Wyclif  and  the  seculars,  who  there- 
upon  appealed  to  Rome  ;  pleading  in  their  case  that  the 
coUege  was  founded  for  twelve  secular  clerks,  one  of 
wiiom  was  to  be  Warden,  and  that  Archbishop  Lang- 
ham  had  sequestrated  tho  tithes  of  Pagham,  "  ut  sic 
"  facilius  dictos  scolares  eidem  consentire,  vel  mendi- 
"  cationi  in  opprobrium  cleri  compelleret."  The  Arch- 
bishop  on  thc  contrary  asserted  that  the  college  was 
intended  for  the  education  of  monks.  Upon  these 
pleadings  Urban  V.  remittcd  the  cause  to  a  Cardinal  for 
decision,  who,  in  May  1370,  gave  judgment  in  favour  of 
TliemonkK  thc  regidars,  imd  named  certain  executors  in  England, 
who  were   charged    with    tiie    duty  of    expelling    the 
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seculars  imd  reinstating  the  monks.  This  was  done,  and 
ever  after  the  college  was  esteemed  a  daughter  of  the 
Canterbury  monastery,  and  was  used  as  a  semiuary  for 
training  hopeful  young  monks  for  holdlng  office  in  their 
Convent. 

The  statutes  provided  by  Archbishop  Islij)  were  re-  Statutes. 
modelled  by  Archbishop  Courtenay  in  1383,  and  a 
pretence  was  made  of  quoting  the  founder's  constitutions 
verbatim ;  but  a  comparison  of  some  o£  the  more  im- 
portant  clauses  of  the  original  statutes  with  the  re- 
former's  recital  of  them  shows  that  this  latter  was,  to 
say  tbe  least,  ill-informed  as  to  their  tenor.  Islip's 
.statutes  are  at  Lambeth  (Reg.  Islip,  f.  213),  and  are 
printed  by  Wilkins  (Concilia  III.,  52)  ;  whilst  Courte- 
nay's  amended  form  is  in  a  register  at  Canterbury  (B., 
fo.  388).

Herein  tliere  is  no  mention  of  any  preference  for  monks, 
and  in  many  points  tliey  are,  by  the  terms  emploj^^ecl, 
implicitly  excluded  ;  for  instance,  no  sick  monk  would 
require  a  pension  to  keep  him  from  starving— -his 
nionastery  would  take  care  of  liim. 

In  1383  Archbishop  Courtenay,  taking  a  lawful  ad- 
vantage  of  the  authority  given  by  the  founder  to 
succeeding  Archbishops  o£  altering  the  statutes,  began 
a  reformation  by  first  (incorrectly)  quoting  Islip's  enact- 
ment  in  these  words  :

The  wide  difference    between    these    regulations  for 

electing  the  Custos  and  Fellows  and  thcse  contained  in 

Ishp's  statutes,  as  cntered  in  the  Lambeth  registei",  can 

only  be  accounted  for  on  one  supposition ;  for  it  would 

be  unreasonable  to  charge  Archbishop  Courtenay  with 

wih'"^!    misquotation.      Archbishop  Simon    Langham  is 

known  to  havc  favoured  the  appropriation  of  the  college 

to  monks  only,  and  it  was  he  who  first  moved  to  procure 
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the  ejectment  of  Wyclif ;  what,  then,  is  more  probable 
than  that  he  too  framed  a  new  set  of  statutes  (which 
would  of  course  be  headed  "  Simon  permissione  divina 
Cantuar.  Archiepiscopus"),  and  then  that  when  thesc 
statutes  fell  into  the  hands  of  Archbishop  Courtenay  hc 
thought  the  "  Simon  "  who  composed  them  was  Simon 
IsHp,  and  that  he  therefore  quoted  them  as  those  of  thc 
first  founder. 

Having  thus  cited  Archbishop  Islip's  statutes  for  those 
parts  of  the  constitution  of  the  college  which  he  desires 
to  still  remain  in  force,  Archbishop  Courtenay  proceeds 
to  alter  and  amend,  iu  accordance  with  that  clause  of 
Ishp's  deed  which  grants  this  power  to  his  successors.

Thc  Col-  j^Q  far  as  can  be  discovered  these  amended  statutes 
borbcd  by  voniained  in  force  as  long  as  the  College  existed,  and  the 
Caidimii  Fellows  on  thc  foundation  continued  to  be  selected  from 
tho  Convent  of  Canterbury  until  the  College  itself  was 
swallowed  up  by  the  new-born  Cardinal  College ;  when, 
after  ncarly  two  hundred  years  of  independcnt  existence, 
it  left  only  a  laint  memorial  of  itself  in  the  name  of 
Canterbury  Quad.  of  Christ  Church.  Evidence  of  the 
existence  of  the  corporation  for  the  above-named  period 
is  provided  by  the  registers  of  the  Canteibury  Priory, 
which  from  time  to  time  record  the  names  of  thc  Wardens 
and  Fellows  Avho  were  summoncd  to  the  parent  monastery 
when  they  were  required  to  takc  part  in  an  archicpi- 
Kcopal  visitation,  or  in  thc  election  of  a  Prior.  The  last 
Warden  was  Richard  Thornden,  who  held  the  oflice  in 
1523,  and  who  in  1540  conforined  to  the  State  reliccion 
and  becarae  a  prcbcndary  of  the  Cathedral  on  the  ncw 
foundation.^ 

Ncsvington,  whencc  the  first  Canterbury  Hall  drew 
its  supplics,  was  one  of  a  group  of  four  manors  bclong- 
ing  to  thc  Cantcrbuiy  monastciy,  lying,  not  far  apart,  to

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the  south-east  of  Oxford ;  the  others  being  Brightwell 
(Bruttewelle)  near  Wallingford,  and  Halton  and  Bis- 
borough  Monachorum  near  Thame.  These  estates  were 
placed  under  one  seneschal,  and  were  always  dealt  with 
together  as  one  property.  Newington  was  given  to 
Christ  Church  by  the  Norman  Queen  of  Ethelbert  II. 
and  Cnut,  just  after  the  convent  of  Cantorbury  had 
been  forced  to  pay  a  large  ransom  to  the  Danish  in- 
vaders.     Her  codicMus  is  in  these  terms  :

The  neighbouring  manor  of  Risborough  Monachorum  Risbo- 

in   Buckino-hamshire    was    owned    by   the    Canterbury  1°^^^^ 

monks  from  very  early  times,  in  lact  it    does  not    at 

present  appear  how  they  became  possessed  of  it;  but 

the  cartuhiry  of  the  Convent  contains  the  record  of  a  Reg.  B. 

curious  piece  of  history  relating  to  this  manor  which  ^^^- 

is  interesting  as  showing  the  business-hke  way  in  wliich 

the  Danes    whilst    overrunniug  the    country  abstained 

from    slaughter  when  there  was  a  profit  to  be  made  by 

moderation.     The  record  alkided  to  is  in  the  forin  of  a 

licencc  granted   by  Ethehed  If.    in    the  year    995    to 

^swig  Bishop  of  Dorchester,  permitting  him  to  hold,  as 

a  security  for  money  lent  to  Siric  the  Archbishop  of 

Canterbury,  the  Territory  of  Risborough.     Aftcr  giving 

to  the  Bishop  leave  to  hold 

"  Quandam  juris  particulam  sua3  potcstatis  arbitrio  xxx''' 
"  videlicet  mansiunculas  in  loco  qui  ab  indigcnis  'at  Risen- 
"  burga'  nuncupatur  vocabulo  :  " 
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he  says  that  it  "will  be  necessary  to  relate  the  circum- 
stances  in  consequence  of  which  the  Bishop  became 
entitled'to  this  land,  thus  : 

Cum  enim  gens  pagana  Oanciam  suis  stomachando  CEedibus 
dcvastaret,  et  hostiliter  bachando  deleret,  promittebant  se  ad 
Ecclesiam  Sancti  Salvatoris,  qu!B  in  Dorovernensi  civitate 
sita  est,  ituros,  et  eam  suis  incendiis  funditus  delere,  nisi 
pecunia  qujB  eis  ab  Archiepiscopo  Siricio  promissa  fuerat  ad 
plcnum  daretur.  Unde,  multis  agitatus  anxiefcatibus,  Arcbi- 
episcopus,  cuni  nec  unum  mutuum  haberet,  iniit  consilium,  et 
mittens  ad  prfBSulem  proefatum,  Eswium  videlicet,  et  eum 
multis  obnixe  rogitabat  precibus,  quod  sibi  pecuniam  qua3 
deerat  pro  sui  amoris  diligentia  donaret,  et  ajitedictum  rus, 
quod  in  suo  potestatis  arbitrio  pro  hac  accipere  non  renueret, 
multa  prece  deposcit.  Unde,  talibus  permotus  miseriis,  prae- 
fatus  prsesul,  accepta  pecuuia,  nonaginta,  videlicet,  libras  meri 
argenti  ducentasquc  purissimi  auri  mancusas,  per  eosdem 
nuntios  quibus  perlatum  est,  ad  Archiepiscopum  mittens,  con- 
sensum  prisbuit.  Qua  accepta,  Archiepiscopus,  accersitis  hos- 
tibus,  ad  plenum  prjebuit  quod  ante,  quamvis  coactus,  pro- 
misit,  et  librum  ruris  i^rgefati,  me  praesente,  meisque  optima- 
tibus  testimonium  prsebentibus,  Episcopo  Eswig  libentissimo 
tribuens  donavit,  etc. 

Within  a  year  Bisbop  ^scwy  "  timore  Dei  compunc- 
"  tus  "  restored  the  land  which  he  held  in  pledge  ;  not, 
as  far  as  his  deed  shov/s,  receiving  any  consideration  for 
the  rcstoration. 

The  Domesday  Ahnachorum,  wliich  is  a  copy  of  the 

Domesday  Domini  Regis  modified  to   suit  the  conve- 

niencc  of  the  stewards  of  the  Monastery,  records  the 

condition  of  tbis  manor  thus  : 

Ej-^sbergh  tenet  Sancta  Trinitas,  pro  xxx.  hidis  sc  defendit : 
ibi  xxsij"  villani  cum  viij'"  bordmannis  :  ibi  iiij*""  servi,  etc. 
Hoc  maneriuni  tenuit  Esgarus  Scalre  de  Ecclesia  Cantuar.  ita 
quod  non  poterat  separari  ab  Ecclesia  tempore  Eegis  E. 

The  manor  Liy  at  a  great  distance  from  Canterbury, 

and  its  villeinage  tenants,  not  being  under  the  direct 

supervision  of  tbe  monastic  officers,  continually  encroached 

upon  the  rights  of  the  Lords,  and  rebelled  against  the 

stcwards,  whom  the  Chapter  selected  as  their  managers 

from  among  the  smaller  gentry  of  the  neighbourhood. 
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Hence  it  is  that  the  registers  of  the  Convent  show 
frequent  copies  of  commissions  given  to  these  officers, 
who  evidently  one  after  the  other  failed  to  coerce  the 
tenants  of  the  outlying  manor  into  submission  to  their 
distant  Lords. 

In  the  year  1336-7  the  nativi  of  Risborough  made  a 
supreme  effort  to  throw  off  their  bondage,  and  declared 
that  the  manor  wa,s  ancient  demesne  of  the  Crown,  that 
they  were  not  villeins,  but  copyholders,  possessing  their 
lands  as  freemen,  subject  to  the  custom  of  the  manor. 

Quod  ipsi  fuerunt  liberse  conditionis,  et  quod  potuerunt  ven- 
dere  tenemeiita  sua  per  cartas  ad  voluntatem  eorum  sine  licencia 
Domini. 

The  case  was  on  this  occasion  considered  so  grave  that 
the  Prior  of  Cantcrbury  in  person  came  into  Bucking- 
hamshire,  and  calling  upon  Sir  John  de  Stonor  (one  of 
the  King's  Justices  and  a  freeholder  in  the  district)  to 
sit  with  him  as  assessor,  he  presided  at  the  Manor 
Court.  This  rafcher  interested  tribunal  decided  that  the 
self-called  freemen  were  in  fact  nativi,  and  that  they 
held  their  land  at  the  will  of  the  Prior  by  a  base  tenure. 
The  tenants  refuscd  to  submit  themselves  to  the  judg- 
ment  of  the  Court,  and  therefore  the  Bailiff  was  ordered 
to  arrest  one  Will.  atfce  Halle  and  nine  othcrs  who  had 
been  active  in  the  rebellion.  The  arrested  tenants  after- 
wards  brought  an  action  in  the  King's  Bench  against 
the  Prior,  charging  him  with  assault  and  false  imprison- 
ment.  In  stating  their  case  they  related  that  early  on 
the  morning  of  \\hit  Tuesday,  in  the  lOth  year  of 
Edw.  III,  cerfcain  officers  of  the  monastery 

"  Ceperunt  eos  extra  lecta  sua  propria,  et  illos  ligaverunt 
cordis,  et  duxerunt  usque  Cariam  dicti  Prioris  de  Risbergh,

The  tenants  still  remained  obdurate,  and  ■wcre  kept 
out  of  their  lands  for  about  seven  years,  but  it  does  not 
appear  how  much  o£  this  timo  they  passed  in  prison. 
It  is  with  surprise  tliat  \ve  find  that  whilst  the  nativi  o£ 
the  manor  were  escluded  from  their  holdings,  other 
pcrsons,  freemen  and  strangers  to  the  place,  camc  and 
ofFered  to  hold  these  distrained  lands  as  bondmen  of  the 
Convent.  Thus,  John  Kynge  of  Berewyk  prayed  to  be 
admitted  to  a  messuage  and  two  rods  of  land  which 
John  ate  Well,  one  of  the  rebels,  had  held : 

"  Dictum  tenementura  tenendum  in  bondagio  sibi  et  sequelaj 

sua3 datis  Domiuo   pro  messuagio   habendo  viginti 

marcis,  &c." 

The  suii  in  the  Kings  Bench  dragged  on  until  the 
year  1352,  when  the  tenants  who  were  the  phiintiffs 
submitted  themselves  unconditionally  to  the  Prior  in 
open  court,  and  promised  obedience  for  the  future ;  in 
consequence  of  which  subraission  it  was  ruled  "  ut  eant 
"  sine  die." 

It  is  remarkable  that  one  of  the  tenants  who  thus 
confessed  himself  to  be  a  bondman  was  named  WilJ. 
atte  Halle,  and  that  sixty  years  before  this  revolt  one 
Henry  atto  Halle  (Hen.  de  Aula)  gave  to  the  Prior  and 
Chapter  in  pure  and  perpetual  ahns  a  small  estate 
within  the  manor,  together  with  all  the  homages  and 
scrvices  belonging  to  it.  It  is  not  impossible  that  tho 
descendants  of  Henry  atte  Halle  had  hekl  on  as  frce 
tcnants  to  the  estate  which  their  ancestor  gave  until  at 
last,  all  memory  of  their  frec  condition  bcing  lost, 
William  atte  Halle,  their  representative,  came  to  be 
confounded  with  the  ordinaiy  nativi  of  the  manor. 

The  history  of  Peter  de  Denc,  which  is  only  ob- 
scurcly  reported  in  these  letters,  is  told  at  great  length 
by  Thorn  in  his  Chronicle  of  St.  Augustine's  Abbey, 
whose  narrative  discloses  startling  facts  such  as  wouki 
not  be  cxpectcd  from  the  comparativcly  tamc  and 
business-like  rcports  of  the  Prior  of  Christ  Cliurch  in 
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the  lebtcrs.  Peter  de  Dene/  who  sprang  from  a  Kentish  ^,^'?f7 
family  of  knightly  rank,  was  a  learned  lawyer,  m  priesfs  g^j,-  ^ 
orders,  and  a  voracious  pluralist.  He  is  described  by  1979- 
Thorn  as  a  doctor  o£  laws,  and  prebendary  of  London, 
York,  Wells,  Southwell,  and  Wymborne.  His  advice 
and  support  were  so  much  valued  by  the  Chapter  of  St. 
Augustine's,  that  in  1301  he  became  standing  counsel  o£ 
the  Abbey,  with  an  annual  stipend  of  ten  pounds ;  and 
by  1312  he  had  so  greatly  risen  in  estimation  that  he 
was  received  into  confraternity  as  an  adopted  brother 
o£  the  convent ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  privi- 
leges  belonging  to  this  adoption,  perpetual  daily  masses 
were  appointed  to  be  celebrated  for  his  benefit ;  a  con- 
cession  only  made  to  eminent  benefactors,  The  descrip- 
tion  thus  far  is  taken  £rom  the  ordinary  narrative  part 
of  Thorn's  Chronicle,  and  the  two  events  above  recorded 
took  place  before  any  kind  of  discord  had  broken  out 
between  Peter  and  the  Chapter,  and  consequently  before 
the  biassed  chronicler  found  it  expedient  to  depreciate 
him,  as  an  enemy  of  the  monastery  of  which  the 
chronicler  was  the  champion.  In  the  latter  part  of  his 
career  the  picture  of  Peter  painted  by  the  historian  is 
evidently  delineated  by  the  hand  of  a  bitter  opponent. 

Some  years  having  gone  by,  probably  soon  after  the 
figlit  at  Boroughbridge  in  1322  (for  in  spite  of  many  years 
occupation  about  the  Court  Peter  became  a  partizan  of 
the  Earl  of  Lancaster)  he  became  an  inhabitant  of  the 
monastic  precincts  ;  but  after  the  lapse  of  about  ten  years

from  the  family  estate  of  the  Dean 
or  Dene  in  Wingham  parish,  the 
proprietors  of  which  were,  as  ex- 
isting  records  show,  from  the 
earliest  times  connected,  partly  as 
patrons  and  partly  as  salaried 
ofBcials,  with  the  two  great  re- 
ligious  corporations  at  Canterbury, 


may  probably  be  taken  as  a  variant 
of  that  of  Dene.  On  the  frame  of 
one  of  the  family  portraits  repre- 
senting  a  puritan  of  the  1 7th  cen- 
tury  is  the  pentameter  verse  :

The    estate    now  belongs    to    the    I  Oxenden  with  Dene  is  expressed 
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quarrels  arose,  tlie  history  of  wbich  is  contained  in  two 
exparte  statements  ;  the  one  being  Peter's  narrative  sent, 
as  the  foundation  of  an  appeal,  to  the  Pope ;  and  the  other 
a  report  of  the  case  as  seen  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  Chapter  of  the  abbey.  Of  course  these  two  op- 
posing  statements  show  the  events  related  in  contrasted 
colours. 

Taking  the  appellanfs  statement  first  (as  it  is  found 
recited    in    the    preamble    to    the    rescript    by    which 
John  XXII.  appointed  a  commission  to  hear  the  cause  at 
Canterbury),  Peter  poses  as  a  defrauded  benefactor,  and 
an  oppressed  sojourner,     At  the    date  (probably  1330) 
he  is  thus  described :  "  presbyter  Cicestrensis   dioecesis, 
"  incasibus  a  jure  permissis,  famosus  patronus  causarum 
"  extitit;   patrocinia    et  consilia    multis,   in  jure   cujus 
"  peritus    esfc,   prsestitit    in    partibus    Anglicanis ;    stu- 
*'  dendo   prae  viribus    prodesse  cuique ;  et    prsecavendo 
"  alicui  non  obesse."      It  is  then  said  that  his  success 
procured  him  enemies,  from  whose  persecutions  he  fled 
for  refuge  (taking  with  him  his  portable  property  and 
his  household  servants)  to  the  precincts  of  St.  Augustines 
Monastery.     Here   he,    at   his    own   cost,  built    several 
houses  for  the  habitations  of  himself  and  of  his  following, 
and  here,  too,  he  made  some  kind  of  a  profession,  the 
nature  of  which  formed  the  subject  of  future  disputes. 
His  own  view  of  the  matter  was  that  he  did  not  enter 
the  Benedictine  order  as  a  professed  monk,  nor  did  he 
assume  the  monastic  habit  in  any  more  binding  sense 
than  did  those  who,  as  was  not  unusual,  were  clad  in 
the  frock  and  cowl  of  the  Franciscans  when  theyarrived 
at  the  point  of  death.     He  intended  to  remain  within 
the  preclncts  of  the  abbey  as  long  as  his  safety  required 
him  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  King's  partizans,  and 
then,  the  danger  past,  he  proposed  to  return  to  the  secv,- 
lum,  and  to  resume  his  business.     He  was  excused  from 
all  the  burdensome  observances  to  which  he  would  have 
been  liable  if  he  had  really  been  i^^rofessed  as  a  monk, 
and,  in  the  words  put  by  his  advocate  into  the  mouth  of 
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the  Pope :  "  nec  teneretur  in  Ecclesia,    Capitulo,  Refec- 
"  torio,  Claustro,  seu  alibi,  pro    clivinis  officiis  vel  aliis 
"  quibuscumque  causis,  cum  monachis  ejusdem  monasterii 
"  convenire,   neque  se  quovismodo   actibus    monasticis 
"  conformare ;  set  libere  manere  in  domibus  suis  ante- 
"  dictis  ;  protestans  eciam  expressins,  quod  per  hujusmodi 
"  habitus  assumptionem,  professionem,  moram  quantum- 
"  cumque  diutinam,  aut  quicquid  aliud,  non  intendebat 
"  nec  volebat  se  quomodolibet  obligare  ad  ahquam  obser- 
"  vantiam  vel  obedientiam  regularem.     Quse  omnia  et 
"  singula,  tam    ante  dictum    ingressum,  quara   in   ipso 
"  et   posfc    eum,    fuerant     expresse     recepta,    concessa, 
"  et   approbata   per   Abbatem  et  monachos   monasterii 
*'  prsedicti."     After   a    time  however   (in    1330),  when 
Peter  wished  and  attempted  to  leave  the  monastery,  a 
new  Abbot  sent  an  armed  forced  to  detain  him  and  his 
goods  ;  took  from  him  a  notice  of  appeal  which  he  had 
prepared  ;  and,  committing  him  to  his  own  house  as  to  a 
prison,  fed    him  scantily  and    deprived  him   of  all  the 
consolations  of  divine   services.     By   some   means    the 
prisoner's    appeal   reached    the    Curia,    and    the   Pope 
appointed    the   Prior    of    Christ    Church,    William    de 
Renham  a  Canon  of  St.  Paul's,  and  the  Official  of  the 
diocese  to  form  a  commission,  charged  with  the  duty  of 
personally  examining  Peter  (who  during  the  examination 
was  ordered  to  be  freed  from  all  restraint)  ;  and,  if  the 
Commissioners  found  that  he  wasunlawfully  imprisoned, 
they  were  empowered  to  restore  him,   "liristincB  liher- 
tati.'"     It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Prior  considered  the 
phrase  " pristince  libertati"  to  be  ambiguous  and  un- ■^'""  ^^^' 
practical. 

In  obedience  to  the  Pope's  mandate  the  Prior  of 
Christ  Church  and  W.  de  Renham  made  various  vain 
attempts  to  have  tbeir  interview  with  the  Abbofs 
prisoner,  every  kind  of  obstacle  being  thrown  in  fcheir 
way  by  the  monks  of  St.  Augustine's ;  but  at  last  they 
were  admitted  to    the  choir  of  the  abbey,  where  they 
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saw  Peter,  but  could  have  no  private  conversation  with 
him.  Amon2c  other  childish  stratao^ems  the  men  of  St. 
Augustine's  refused  to  admit  the  Pope's  delegates  by 
the  great  gate  of  their  abbey,  and  only  consented  to 
opcn  their  jyarvum  ivykettum,  which  was  so  low  (as 
it  is  at  this  day)  that  every  person  on  entering  was 
forced  to  bow  himself,  as  though  he  were  making  a 
humble  obeisance  upon  entering  the  abbey.  After  the 
service  of  many  citations  and  monitions,  the  judges  were 
confonnded  by  an  apparently  voluntary  new  profession 
publicly  made  by  Peter  in  the  choir  of  the  abbey  church, 
Lr.  r)04.  in  which  profession  he  confessed  himself  to  be  a  properly 
professed  monk,  and  subject  in  all  matters  to  his  Abbot. 
This  of  course  ended  the  appeal,  and  no  fui-ther  mention 
is  made  of  the  case  in  the  letters. 

The  Auo-ustinian  account  of  this  matter  is  so  fiar 
different  from  that  stated  above  that,  in  justice  to  the 
Abbey,  it  ought  to  be  reported.  A  short  abstract  of  it  is 
therefore  given  beh)w. 

Peter  de  Dene,  "  hujus  monasterii  defensor  valens  et 
conductor,"  found  it  necessary,  after  the  death  of  Earl 
Thomas  of  Lancaster  at  Pontefract,  to  take  shelter  at 
St.  Augustine's  from  tlie  persecutions  of  the  King's 
partizans — it  is  hinted  that,  in  the  confusion  aftcr  tlie 
defeat  at  Boroughbridofe,  Peter  stole  all  his  brother  John's

phite  and  brought  it  with  him  to  the  abbey.  He  was 
admitted,as  he  statedabove,  asa  quasi-monk,  and  having 
built  liouses  io)fra  scjita  vwnasterii  he  remained  in  secu- 
riry  untii  1330,  and  then  he  attempted  to  return  to  the 
world  in  a  manncr  hkely  to  bring  scandal  on  the  abbey. 
Thorn's  narrative  tells  us  that,  on  St.  Lucy's  day,  John 
de  Bonrne,  the  rector  of  St.  Martin's  in  Canterbury,  came 
to  dine  with  the  Infirmarius  of  St.  Augustine'Sj  but  in 
tho  middle  of  dinner  he  jumpcd  up  and  said  that  he 
was  appointed  by  thc  Consistory  Court  to  examine  Peter 
de  Dene  ;  and  to  him  he  went  and  with  him  he  con- 
versed  privately.      At  sui^per-time,  on  tiiat  same  day 
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Peter  said  to  his  servant :  "  Ego  celebravi  hodie,  set  non 
"  ero  in  statu  celebrandi  crastina  die,  et  ideo  non  impedias 
"  me  a  sompno  matntino."  This  he  said  in  order  that  the 
flight  which  he  meditated  might  not  be  discovered  until 
late  in  the  next  day.  During  the  night,  with  two  ser- 
vants,  he  crept  out  to  the  Cellarer's  garden — having 
previously  tampered  with  the  lock  o£  the  door — and, 
passing  across  the  garden,  came  to  the  boundary  wall 
of  the  abbey.  Here  the  rector  of  St.  Martin's  was 
waiting  with  ladders  and  horses,  by  means  of  which  he 
escaped  to  the  house  of  the  rectors  brother  at  Bishops- 
bourne.  Before  leaving  St.  Augustine's  the  fugitive 
encumbered  himself  with  six  silver  dishes,  six  salts,  and 
other  objects  of  value.  Three  days  after  the  flight 
Peter  was  found  by  the  officials  of  the  monastery  con- 
cealed  under  a  truss  of  hemp  stalks  at  Bishopsbourne  ; 
and  the  Borsholder — the  King's  officer — having  been 
called  in  to  give  a  legal  sanction  to  the  arrest,  he  was 
carried  back  to  the  abbey  ;  his  servants,  with  the  plate 
in  their  possession,  being  sent  to  the  Archbishop's  prison 
at  Maidstone.  After  his  capture  three  knights — Cobham, 
Valoynes,  and  de  Bourne — came  from  the  Archbishop 
to  protest  against  the  Abbofs  proceedings ;  but  their 
interference  was  useless,  Peter  was  compelled  to  resume 
his  monastic  habit,  and  to  receive  the  (Benedictine) 
tonsure  ;  and  not  long  after,  having  in  the  meantime 
been  put  upon  low  diet  in  the  infirmary,  he  consented  to 
make  his  unconditional  profession  as  a  monk  ;  whereupon 
penance  was  enjoined  upon  him  and  he  was  absolved. 

But  still  a  longing  for  liberty  made  him  restless,  and 
he  appealed  to  the  Pope,  with  the  result,  as  is  related 
above,  that  he  was  again  defeated,  and  again  declared 
himself  to  be  a  member  of  the  Benedictine  order,  and 
bound  to  observe  the  regula  in  all  things.^

tery.  Chapter  in  the  maintenance  o£  the  services  of  the  Church 

and  of  the  hospitality  of  the  House  constautly  arise  in 
these  letters,  it  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  during  the  13th  and  14th  centuries 
can  still  be  referred  to. 

The  income  received  annually  from  rents,  oblations, 
and  other  sources  reached  a  large  amount,  and  yet  the 
Prior's  letters  show  that  debts  were  paid  off  by  instal- 
ments,  as  if  ready  money  were  scarce  ;  and  the  Chapter 
more  than  once  begged  to  be  excused  from  various  con- 
tributions  under  the  plea  that  the  income  of  the  Monastery 
was  insufficient,  or  barely  sufficient,  to  pay  its  necessary 
expenses,  An  examination  of  the  above-mentioned 
accounts  gives  a  very  accurate  picture  of  the  domestic 
affairs  of  a  great  mediseval  monastery,  and  shows  how 
far  the  pleas  of  poverty  were  well  or  ill  founded. 

The  first  account  in  the  records,  that  for  the  year 
1207,  is  so  complete  in  its  arrangement  as  to  prove  that 
the  system  upon  which  the  books  were  kept  was  the 
mature  result  of  many  years,  perhaps  ages,  of  practice. 
The  entries  are  divided  into  the  two  grand  classes  of 
Recepta  and  Expensa,  and  these  again  into  sections,  in 
each  of  which  are  grouped  together  all  the  items  of  the 
year  which  are  similar  in  kind  ;  a  summa  being  appen- 
ded  to  each  section,  with  a  siimma  summarum  at  the 
cnd  of  each  class. 

The  first  item  records  the  balance  carried  on  from  the 
prcvious  year — De  remanente  in  arca  4«.  7c/.— and  then 
follow  the  amounts  received  for  arrears,  rents,  manorial 
da?s,  tithes,  synodals,  oblations,  and  obventions  or  casual 
receipts  not  falHng  under  any  of  the  regular  heads. 
Among  these  hitter  are  money  received  for  the  sale  of 
pigs  fattened  on  the  refuse  of  the  kitehen,  of  timber, 
and  of  worn  out  or  supcrfluous  horses.  The  total  income ' 
for  the  year  in  qucstion  reachcd  1,460^.  lOs,  of  the  money 
of  the  timc,  whilst    thc  expenses   only  amounting   to 
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1, 4)251.  15s.  7d.  left  a  balance  in  arca  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  this  year  before  striking  the  annual  balance 
the  Treasurers  deducted  under  the  heading:  Ex  hiis 
deciderimt  in  igne,  casura,  cambio,  et  falsina  (loss 
by  melting,  mischance,  exchange,  and  base  money) 
dl.  I7s.  lOd.  This  heading  occurs  in  each  year's 
accounts,  but  the  amount  o£  loss  was  extraordinarily  large 
in  the  year  in  question.  The  way  in  which  the  fretina, 
or  miscellaneous  foreign  coins,  received  from  pilgrims 
was  dealt  with  is  explained  by  a  letter  on  p.  108  o£  the 
present  vokime. 

Before  the  end  of  the  above-mentioned  year  the  Con- 
vent  was  driven  into  exile,  and,  the  administration  of 
the  estates  being  in  the  hands  of  Reginald  de  Cornhell, 
the  administrator  appointed  by  the  King,  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurers  were  necessarily  intermitted ;  but 
seven  years  afterwards  the  monks  returned  to  their 
home,  and  the  Treasurers,  resuming  their  functions, 
accounted  for  a  sum  o£  982^.  4s.  lO^d.,  received  between 
the  beginning  of  June  and  the  counting  day  at  Michael- 
mas.    It  must  be  mentioned  that  one  annually  lecurring 

item  reads  :  De  emprunto  scilicet  de  Magistro ,  an 

item which,  being  set  down  as  real  profit,  improperlyswells 
the  apparent  balance,  often  by  a  considerable  amount. 
It  is  not  certain  that  these  so-called  loans  were  raised 
to  relieve  the  necessities  of  the  house,  for  in  many  cases 
the  lender  in  successive  years  sometimes  increased  his 
balance  by  payingdn  farther  amounts,  and  sometimes 
decreased  it  by  receiving  partial  payments,  thus  giving 
the  transaction  the  appearance  o£  a  current  banking 
account,  in  which  the  so-called  creditors  made  the  de- 
posits  (no  interest  is  mentioned),  and  the  Chapter  acted 
as  the  bankers.  In  other  cases,  however,  it  is  stated 
that  the  mutuum  was  received :  De  Romanis,  or,  De 
mercatoribus  Florentinis,  and  then  it  may  safely  be 
assumed  that  the  Bardi  and  their  associates  did  actually 
lend  the  money,  and  reeeive  a  substantial  us^is  fcr  the 
accommodation. 
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In  1219,  which  was  an  ordinaiy  year,  unmarked  by 
any  great  festival,  and  the  last  before  the  translation  of 
the  relics  of  St.  Thomas  from  the  obscure  tumha  in  the 
crypt  to  his  magnificent  new  shrine  in  the  upper  church, 
the  total  receipts,  including  80Z.  de  emprunto,  are  set 
down  at  1,527^.  13s.  9ld.  In  the  next  year,  when  the 
splendid  ceremony  of  the  translation  took  jDlace,  it  is 
not  surprising  to  find  that  the  attraction  of  the  festival 
and  the  immense  concourse  of  royal  and  noble  pilgrims 
almost  doubled  the  monastic  income  at  one  bound.  It  is 
to  the  credit  of  these  pilgrims,  coming  together  out  of  all 
lands,  that  from  the  gross  receipts  of  the  year,  amounting 
to  2,707?.  12s.  d^cl.,  the  Treasurers  only  claimed  alloiu- 
ance  of  4?.  3s.  6d.  for  exchange  and  base  coin.  The 
liberal  contributions  of  the  visitors — the  ohlationes  of  the 
accounts — of  course  was  the  chief  soiirce  from  which 
this  flood  of  prosperity  rolled  in  upon  the  Monastery, 
since  it  is  plain  that  the  usual  rents  and  feudal  dues 
would,  in  spite  of  the  rush  of  visitors,  remain  an  almost 
fixed  quantity. 

From  the  year  of  the  translation  onwards  the  income 
of  the  Convent  remained  permanently  improved,  and 
only  on  one  or  two  occasions,  during  the  period  of  nearly 
two  centuries  covered  by  these  accounts,  fell  to  so  low  an 
amount  as  before  the  inauguration  of  tlie  shrine.  For  the 
six  years  preceding  1220  the  receipts  from  all  sources 
averaged  1,460Z.  14s.  Ofd,  whilst  for  1220  itself  and  the 
five  following  years  the  average  was  raised  to  2,340?.  12s. 
Great  fluctuations  are  found  in  the  amounts  received, 
some  of  which  must  be  put  down  to  promptness  and 
slackness  of  tenants  in  their  payments,  good  and  bad 
seasons,  and  other  simikir  causes ;  but  even  with  these 
allowances  wide  variations  still  remain  imaccounted  for. 
Political  convulsions  do  not  as  a  rulc  appear  to  have  in- 
fluenced  the  prosperity  of  the  Monastery  either  for  good 
or  ill ;  but  it  may  be  noticed,  although  no  inference  can 
safely  be  drawn  from  the  fact,  that  the  year  of  the  mise 
of  Leiues  produced  less  than  that  of  the  dictum  of  Kenil- 
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luorth  by  more  than  600^,,  the  respective  receipts  being 
1,589?.  5-9.  8\d.  and  2,20 IL  12s.  3c^.,  a  clifFerence  equal  to, 
probably,  at  least  15,000Z.  of  the  money  of  our  own 
time. 

A  raore  detailed  examination  of  the  whole  of  the 
accounts  for  some  two  contrasted  years,  that  is  to  say, 
one  of  which  was  marked  by  great  political  disturbance 
and  the  other  by  comparative  national  tranquility,  will 
give  a  fair  idea  of  how  far  the  monastic  wealth  was 
affected  by  the  general  adversity  or  prosperity  of  the 
people  of  England.  Selecting  then  the  years  1326-7  as 
one  of  revolution  and  foreign  invasion  and  1335-6  as 
tbe  contrasted  year  of  comparative  prosperity,  in  which 
no  King  was  forcibly  dethroned,  a  probable  cause  of  dimi- 
nished  income,  and  no  Archbishop  elected,  a  certain 
source  of  great  expense,  we  find  the  balance  sheets  thus 
made  up  : —

Here  terminate  the  regular  annual  accounts,  but  in 
the  MS.  there  follow  many  pages  of  memoranda  forming 
an  analysis  of  the  debts  owing  by  and  to  the  Chapter. 
Among  the  latter  are  payments  due  from  defaulting 
tenants,  bailifts  of  manors,  and  purchasers  of  produce  ; 
the  accumulated  arrears  of  the  Irish  pension  ;  and  those 
due  from  the  King  of  France  on  account  of  the  Wine  of 
St.  Thomas.  The  King  of  England  in  1326  is  charged 
with  various  sums  of  money  lent  or  exacted  by  forced 
loans,  amounting  in  all  to  SS81.  Os.  7d.,  one  of  the  ifcems 
being  an  old  liabihty  which  had  been  running  since  the 
time  of  Henry  III.  The  last  paragraph  of  all  is  headed: 
"  Debita  quce  debet  Conventus  privatis  et  diversis  ami- 
cis " ;  in  which  are  included  all  arrears  of  salary  due 
to  those  officials  who  forbore  to  press  the  treasury  for 
prompt  payment ;  and  arrears  of  the  customary  dues 
which  the  Convent  owed  to  the  Archbishops,  who  were 
evidently  indulgent  creditors. 

From  these  two  balance  sheets  it  appears  that  the  most 
unfavourable  year  possible,  as  far  as  the  condition  of  the 
country  was  concerned,  presented  as  good  a  state  of 
financial  afFairs,  within  a  few  pounds,  as  the  most 
favourable  ;  that,  in  fact,  the  balance  from  the  year 
before  in  one  case,  and  the  special  loan  contracted  hy 
the  Prior's  intiuence  in  the  other,  being  deducted  from 
the  receipts,  the  year  of  peace  and  prosperity  only  out- 
did  the  year  of  revolution  by  147^. ;  which  advantage 
was  to  a  great  extent  neutralized  by  the  fact  that  in  the 
more  prosperous  year  the  expenses  exceeded  by  91Z. 
those  of  that  which  was  less  prosperous.     In  calculating

the  relative  purchasing  power  which  money  possessed 
at  the  time  o£  the  compilation  of  these  accounts  with 
that  which  it  has  in  our  day,  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  century  a  good  sheep  cost 
about  Is.  6d.,  whilst  in  the  present  year  of  depressed 
markets  only  a  poor  specimen  can  he  obtained  for  30s. ; 
hence  measured  by  this  standard  we  may  multipl}"  the 
above-given  figures  by  at  least  20  in  order  to  arrive  at 
the  modern  equivalents  for  the  sums  there  set  down. 

The  offerings  at  the  several  holy  places  in  the  church, 
"which  have  been  enumerated  above,  furnished  a  con- 
siderable  ])roportion  of  the  monastic  income — roughly 
speaking,  about  one  fifth — but  the  amount  of  these 
offerings  varied  much,  nor  is  it  easy  to  find  in  the  cir- 
cumstances  of  the  times  the  rule  which  controlled  the 
fluctuations. 

In  1207,  when  the  Convent  was  most  oppressed  by 
King  John,  and  on  the  eve  of  being  driven  over  sea  to 
St.  Bertin's  and  other  French  monasteries,  the  "  offerin^s 
to  St.  Thomas,"  that  is  to  say,  the  oblations  made  at  the 
three  holy  places  with  which  he  was  identified,  amounted 
to  888?.  16s. ;  whilst  in  1215,  possibly  because  the 
sympathy  excited  by  the  adversity  of  the  monks  had 
died  out  with  their  returning  prosperity,  the  amount 
offered  only  reached  93Z.  12s.  Qd. 

Up  to  the  year  1220  the  gifts  arising  from  the  cultus 
of  St.  Thomas  were  collected  at  tln-ee  altars:  (1)  that  of 
the  Tumha  in  wliich  thc  Martyr  lay  buried  in  the  Crypt ; 
(2)  that  cf  the  Martyrium  or  Punctum  ensis,  situated  in 
the  north  transcpt,  at  the  place  where  the  Archbishop's 
blood  was  shed,  aud  where  the  broken  pointof  the  sword 
of  one  of  the  murderers  was  displayed ;  and  (3)  at  the 
Goronc. — the  detached  calvarium  of  the  martyr — a  relic 
which  was  adored  in  some  part  of  the  church  which  the 
histories  do  not  specify ;  although  tliere  is  reason  to 
believe  that  it  was  kept  in  a  portable  box  which  usually 
lay  upon  the  Tumha. 
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Before  1220  this  Corona  is  only  three  times  men- 
tioned  as  the  object  of  separate  gifts,  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  ofFerings  made  in  its  honour  were  usually  merged 
in  those  given  to  the  Tumba ;  but  after  1220  a  special 
chapel  to  the  east  of  the  magnificent  new  shrine,  to  which 
Beckefs  relics  were  then  translated,  was  built  to  receive 
the  *'Altar  of  the  Corona,"  and  instantly  this  Coroiia, 
ceasing  to  be  a  mere  occasional  recipient  of  oblations, 
assumed  the  second  place  in  the  popular  estimation,  The 
building,  as  well  as  the  relic,  was  denominated  "  Beckefs 
Crown,"  from  the  Gorona  there  deposited,  with,  perhaps, 
some  allusion  to  the  crovvn-like  form  of  the  convereino: 
vaulting  ribs  of  the  roof  of  the  chapel.    - 

When  the  Shrine  was  added  to  the  three  holy  places 
above  mentioned  the  average  ofierings  at  the  four  places 
of  pilgrimage  greatly  exceeded  those  which  were  col- 
lected  at  the  three  which  previously  existed.  The 
Shrine  naturally  attracted  the  greater  part  of  the  stream 
of  oblations,  and  was  foUowed  by  the  Corona  (at  which 
was  usually  collected  about  one  fourth  of  the  amount 
given  to  the  shrine),  after  which  came  tlie  Martyrium 
and  the  Tumha,  whose  joint  receipts  lagged  far  behind 
even  those  of  the  Corona.  The  loartes  oblationum  for 
for  the  year  1237 — an  ordinary  year — give  the  foUomng 
proportions  :

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After  a  few  years  the  altars  of  St.  Michael  and  of  the 
Holy  Rood  disappear  from  the  accounts  entirely,  and  the 
receipts  at  the  High  Altar,  which  are  for  years  together 
recorded  as  nichil,  seldom  amounted  to  more  than 
twenty  or  thirty  shillings  in  any  one  year ;  but  on  the 
contrary  the  altar  of  Our  Lady  in  the  Crypt,  after  the 
foundation  there  of  the  Black  Prince's  chantry,  became 
more  attractive,  so  that  its  oblations  approached  in  value 
those  of  the  Corona. 

The  letters  contain  several  allusions  to  legacies  and 
gifts  of  ornaments  to  the  Shrine,  but  it  is  reserved  for 
the  Treasurers'  accounts  to  record  the  fact  that  King 
Henry  VIII.  was  not  the  first  to  rob  it  and  the  church 
of  some  of  their  jocalia.  In  proof  of  this,  under  the 
dates  1372-3  are  these  entries  amongst  the  ohventiones :

That  is  to  say,  Archbishop  Lanfranc's  ancient  vest- 
ments  were  burnt  to  recover  the  gold  from  the  orphreys, 
and  the  ornaments  of  the  shrine  were  melted  and  sold, 
not  furtively,  but  under  the  direction  of  Prior  Gilling- 
ham.

We  havo  thorougbly  comprehended  tho 
letters  which  you  lately  sent  to  us  at  CanterLiiry 
touching  the  lands  which  tho  Bishop  of  Exeter  boiight 
of  Roger  de  Berners  for  himself  and  his  Cliurch,  which 
lands  lay  in  our  fee ;  and  because  they  were  alienated  in 
mortmcdn  without  the  license  of  our  predecessor  and  o£ 
our  Chapter,  it  appears  to  us  that  we  may  properly  seize 
and  enter  upon  the  same  lands  and  retain  them  witbout 
wrong  done  to  anyone.  Wherefore  we  pray  you  to  go  to 
William  de  Northo,  the  Escheator,  and  beg  him  on  our 
behalf  that  he  will  postpone  this  matter  until  he  comes 
to  Canterbury,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  discuss  and 
agree,  between  us  and  you  and  others  o£  our  counsel  how 
this  thing  may  be  done  for  the  best,  and  be  considered 
and  arranged  according  to  law,  so  that  no  wrong  be 
done.  Moreover,  we  beg  you  to  take  to  heart  the 
matters  which  are  in  suspense  between  us  and  our  tenants 
at  Risborough ;  and  we  have  sent  letters  to  James  Frysel, 
asking  him  for  the  love  of  us  that  he  will  be  a  helper 
and  adviser  to  you  in  these  matters  with  all  the  help  he 
can  bring  to  bear.  And  please  between  you  both  to  use 
such  diligence  that  we  may  have  our  redress  according 
to  hxw ;  for  we  and  our  brethren  have  these  things 
grcatly  at  hearfc,  and  are  determined  to  follow  the  mattcr 
up.  We  send  you  a  letter  for  Thomas  o£  Leatherhead, 
which  concerns  the  land  we  have  seized  belonging  to  the 
Bishop  of  Exeter,  which  letter  we  pray  you  to  forward. 
A  Dieu,  dear  Friend,  who  keep  you,  and  give  you  grace 
to  do  our  business  well.

requiring  hini    to  go  over  sea,  on  account  of  a   debt 
for  which  the  said  Arclibishop  is  bound  to  him,  and 
to  others  who   are  merchants    on   his    security.     And 
after  this  he  proclaimed  there  that  the  King  had  sent 
his  letters  to  the  Prior  of  Canterbury,  and  that  the  said 
Prior  declined  to  be  seen  for  the  purpose  of  the  delivery 
of  the  said  letters.     We  were  soon  infoimed  of  this  out- 
cry,  and  we  went  to   Sir  W.  de  Kyllesby,  in  order  to 
excuse  ourselves,  but  he  was  gone  before   we  could  get 
out  of  our  gate.     Things  being   so,  by   advice    of  the 
Archbishop   and   his    knights    and  others,  we  went  to 
the  (market)-cross  which   stands  before  our  gate,  where 
the  proclamation  had  been  made,  and  there,  before  all  the 
people,  we  declared  that  no  messenger  had  come  into  our 
presence,  nor  had  even  asked  f or  us ,  and  that  we  had  not 
heard  of  any  such  messenger  before  the  outcry.     And 
we  said,  moreover,  that  if  there  were  any  such  who  had 
letters  or  any  other  message  from  the  King  to  us,  that 
there  we  were,  as  we  had  been  and  as  we  should  be, 
ready  to  receive  them,  and  to  do  all  that  in  justice  we 
were  bound  to  do,     And  because  we  suspect  he  will 
subject  us  to  a  charge  of  disobedience  to  our  said  Lord 
the   King,  we  pray  you,  Sire,  most  heartily,  that  you 
will  be  kind  enough  to  plead  our  excuse  in  this  matter  ; 
for  of  a  truth  we  knew  of  no  letters  from  the  King  sent
